The M. W. Grand Master submitted the following Com- 
mumcation, which was read, and, on motion of the Grand 
Secretary, it was disposed of in the usual manner .— 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

Brethren: The recurrence of the regular convocation 
of the Grand Lodge, after the termination of another year 
is a special season for grateful remembrance and acknowl- 
edgment of the beneficence of God Almighty. That we 
have much to be thankful for, must be apparent to every un- 
se sh heart. Let us then, before entering upon our labors, 
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return our gratitude to the Omnipotent Disposer of all good, 
for the abundant harvest that has rewarded the toil of the 
husbandman, for the health we have universally enjoyed, 
and for the prosperity and peace, with which our Order has 
been blessed. 

That there are peculiarities in our Order, which expose it 
to the censure of the misanthrope and the sneers of the ignor- 
ant, cannot be denied: and, although, it has been assailed, 
and its patrons persecuted by the most violent and reckless 
enemies, within the last few years, it has revived and assumed 
a dignity, which has, to a great extent, protected it from the 
bitter shafts of the satirist, and the ill feeling of the censori- 
ous. The numerous illustrious names that have, from time 
immemorial, graced its annals, and the vast benefits it has 
conferred upon mankind, have given to it a rank, and placed 
it in a position so strong, that it is rare at present to have its 
claims questioned from any source wordiy of notice. 

It is particularly gratifying to me, to inform you of the 
happy and prosperous condition of the subordinate Lodges 
throughout the State. They are acquiring new value, and 
extending their benign influence to new participants every 
day. This year, hundreds have been gathered beneath our 
broad banner, and hundreds are still hastening to assist us in 
drying up the tears of the afflicted widow, in consoling and 
comforting the helpless orphan, in feeding and helping the 
poor who need succor. 

I have had the pleasure of visiting in person, a number 
of the subordinate Lodges in the Eastern part of the State, 
I found them all working with brotherly love, union and 
affection, and engaged in works of charity and diffusive be- 
nevolence. 

In conformity to the resolution of the last meeting of the 
Grand Lodge, I have remitted one hundred dollars to the 
R.-W. Grand Secretary of the M. W". Grand Lodge of Cal- 
ifornia. 

I empowered Brothers James H. Cherry and S. b. Smith, 
to receive the charter, jewels and other property ol Davie 
Lodge, No. 39, Britton’s Cross Roads, Bertie County. 
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Having been prevented by causes beyond my control 
rom vis.tmg Unanimity Lodge, No. 54, at Edenton, (which 
has been so long dormant,) in accordance with the resold

As 1 was informed that Franklin Lodge. No. 94, Curri- 
tuck County, had been extinct for several years, f wrote 
Btother Joshua Tayloe, requesting information in regard to 
it,— upon which he forwarded me the Jewels of said Lodge ; 
the Charter could not be found. I have placed the Jewels 
in the hands of the Grand Secretary. 

In regard to King Solomon’s Lodge, No. 5 6, Jackson, 
Northampton County, 1 have failed in-getting any infor- 
mation upon which I could act. 
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Brother William T. Bain, the Grand Secretary, will in 
his report, inform the Grand Lodge, of the number of Dis- 
pensations granted during the present year. 

I take great pleasure in bringing to your notice, the impor- 
tant aid rendered me by our excellent Brother, C. P. Men- 
denhall, Deputy Grand Master, who has visited many of the 
Lodges in the Western part of the State. 

Our Worthy Grand Lecturer, Brother L. L. Stevenson, 
has been laboring with his accustomed zeal and industry, iii 
different parts of the State, to the benefit and advancement 
of our Order. 

The Centennial Anniversary of Washington’s entrance 
into the mysteries of Masonry, was celebrated throughout 
the State. The day passed off, we trust, to the interest and 
satisfaction of all. Qui citizens of all denominations uni- 
ted to do homage to the memory of the illustrious dead; 
May that day be forever remembered by every Mason, and 
may we all strive to imitate the example of that good, great 
and pure Mason, and endeavor by virtue, union, love, to 
make our society a fit and perpetual monument to his mem- 
ory and worth. 

I have received a Circular Letter from M. W. B* B. French, 
Grand Master of the District of Columbia, with preamble 
and resolutions annexed, which Were passed at a meeting of 
the Free and Accepted Masons of Virginia and District of 
Columbia, held at the Tomb of Washington, on the 4th of 
November last, requesting aid in establishing an association 
to be known as the Washington, Mount Vernon, Masonic; 
Orphans’ Association. I commend this subject to your con- 
sideration, in the conviction, that its importance will insure 
your careful attention and prompt action. 

During the year, the Masonic Fraternity of the United 
States has sustained an irreparable loss. Another of ite 
profoundest and brightest intellects sleeps in death. Past 
Grand Master, Henry Clay, of Kentuck}, has been called 
from his labors in this world, to the Celestial Lodge ; Where 
peace, purity and happiness, must reign forever*

arSj W llch Is the onl y amount I have received. The 
YV. Masters of the subordinate Lodges will no doubt make 
mown to the Giand Lodge, their success in its behalf. l n 
reverting to this subject once more, [ must say, that I am 
still under the profound conviction, that a Masonic College 
organized m the best manner, and conducted on pure princi- 
ples, must be of the very highest value to the Masonic Fra- 
ternity of the State. The establishment of such an Institu- 
tion would be the greatest legacy, that we could transmit 
to our posterity, as it would open to the children of the 
poor, as well as the rich, every avenue to success, distinction 
and, above all, to usefulness, in the career of life. It would 
prove a lasting and proud monument to the wisdom and 
forethought of its founders, and would secure the gratitude 
of thousands yet unborn, for the blessings of education, and 
the opportunity of distinction and renown. We commend 
this College again to our Brethren, throughout the State, 
with the sincere hope, that they will take hold of it, with all 
the earnestness that its importance inspires, and will respond 
^ m such a manner, to the call in behalf of this great enter- 
prise, a3 may encourage us, and do honor to the Fraternity. 

Formal complaint having been made against the W. Mas- 
ter of Mt. Moriah Lodge, No. 82, by several members of 
said Lodge, I was constrained to suspend him, and request 
him to appear before the .Grand Lodge, and answer the 
charges preferred. 

I cannot avoid recurring in connection with this subject, to 
the necessity which exists of selecting Officers, that are tern- 
pm-ate, zealous , capable , and of good repute. If intemper- 
ance is allowed to creep into our Lodges, and remain unno- 
hced ; Masonry will become peculiarly polluted by it. AH 
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excess is incompatible with our profession, and those piinci 
pies which should be inculcated by us, and which shoulc 
distinguish us from the world. Just in proportion to the ele- 
vated rank of an inconsistent Mason, so will be the mischief 
he creates. A private Mason, whose life is intemperate an 
corrupt, does an incalculable injury to the cause of Masonry : 
but an officer who does not live above vice and intemperance, 
is a curse to our Order, as he retards its advancement, and 
tramples its holy precepts under his feet. As moderation 
should beautify and adorn pur Temple, the household of the 
Temple should utter the voice of condemnation, against all 
excess, for the indulgence of a depraved propensity, whether 
found in high or low places. The lessons which Masomy 
inculcates, and the principles which it establishes, are lesson^ 
and principles confirmed by the experience of centuries, and 
consecrated by the sanction of inspired patrons, and of the 
most eminent sages of ancient and modern times. We owe 
it, then, to the mighty and illustrious dead — to our great and 
illustrious preceptors, that we guard them against desecration, 
and keep them as things sacred — confided to our care, to be 
preserved with virtue, honor, and affection. Is it not a lega- 
cy, rich and valuable, and worthy to be handed down in all 
its original purity, to succeeding generations ? To you, espe- 
cially, my young Brethren, will the future look for the pre- 
servation and fulfilment of that sacred trust, so soon to be 
committed to your charge. Soon, very soon, the places 
which we now occupy, will be imposed on you ; in a few 
fleeting years, our joys and afflictions will be terminated. 
Allow me, then, with the affection of a Brother, and with 
deep solicitude for your welfare, to impress upon your minds, 
the importance of self denial. It is not only of the utmost inr* 
portance to you as Masons, but will be to you, as Christians, 
as citizens, and as patriots, and is of vital importance to the 
Masonic Order, and unless ive practice it , our claims to the 
character and privileges of Masons are invalid . Do not 
understand me to mean, by self denial, that we are to un- 
dergo useless hardships, and deny ourselves the comforts 
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P his life, but to persist in opposition to our constitutional 
desires, appetites and wishes of corrupt nature. Let us . then

The Report of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence 
was again called up, and the same was adopted : — 

To the M. W. Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

The Committee to whom were assigned the duty of exam- 
ining the Correspondence- of the Grand Lodges with this 
Most Worshipful Grand Lodge, during the year 1851, re- 
spectfully Report, that they have carefully read the large 
mass of documents furnished them by our worthy Grand Se- 
cretary ; and, while they have derived pleasure and instruc- 
tion from the performance of this duty, still, from their inex- 
perience in labors of this kind, and ignorance of Masonic 
usage and jurisprudence, they are painfully aware of their 
inability to meet the reasonable expectations of this Grand 
Lodge, by furnishing a Report showing the true condition of 
Masonry in our populous and widely extended country ; of 
pointing out examples worthy of imitation, and noting errors 
to be censured and avoided. 

As the annals of history are most meagre in periods of 
peace and quiet, so, when the lodges are working orderly and 
harmoniously, the labors of a Committee of Foreign Corres- 
pondence are greatly abridged. 
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The correspondence of no former period shows a moie 
flourishing condition of the craft. In every quarter, the sound 
of the gavel is heard, summoning zealous and well-instruct- 
ed craftsmen, under the superintendence of proficient over- 
seers, to labor in rebuilding the walls of our Zion, and in 
beautifying and adorning her holy places ; while thousands 
of good men and true stand at the outer gate, seeking admis- 
sion into our ancient and honorable fraternity. 

* 

Save in our sister jurisdiction of New York, the peaceful 
“ murmurings of Siloa’s brook, which flows fast by the oracle 
of God,” are undisturbed by the angry roar of the strifeful 
waters of Meribah. We regret that our brethren of the Em- 
pire State are still annoyed by the factious opposition of the 
“soi disant ” Grand Lodge over which Isaac Phillips pre- 
sides 5 and we heartily concur in the opinion heretofore ex- 
pressed by this Grand Lodge, declining intercourse with that 
illegal association ; and we feel that every true Mason should 
adopt the words of the Patriarch, “ O my soul, come not thou 
into their secret ; unto their assembly, mine honor, be not 
thou united.” 

Our Masonic edifice spans a Continent, and the base of 
its massive pillars is washed the waves of two mighty 
oceans. There is a Grand Lodge in every State in the 

Union, and we are in fraternal correspondence with them all.

We have read with pleasure the proceedings of the Grand 
Lodge of California ; and are rejoiced to see that, on the 
distant outposts of civilization, where the restraints of society 
are almost unknown, Masonry, in accordance with her 
Heavenly mission, assembles her children , and inculcates 
her lessons of peace and brotherly love ; and that our bre- 
thren who have passed the cc Golden Gate,” are actively en- 
gaged in giving aid and comfort to the destitute and friend- 
less ; drying the tears of the orphan, causing the sorrowful 
heart of the widow to rejoice, and holding the chalice of con- 
solation to the fevered lips of misfortune. 
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God speed our true-hearted brethren !— we hail them with 
pnde May the glorious light of Heaven beautify their days, 
and the gentle dews of Hermon refresh their nights.

At the meeting of the Grand Lodge of Texas, held at 
Henderson m January, 1851, there were sixty Lodges repre- 
sented. We observe that a proposit.on to tax unaffiliated 
Masons was rejected. The Grand Lecturer, who seems to ' 
lave laboied with fervency and zeal in his extensive field of 
service reports, that the number of Lodges is rapidly increas- 
ing, and that « the lodges of Texas work as well as any in 
the South or any where else that the subordinate Lodges 
do not neglect the education of the orphans of deceased bre- 
thren; that interest hitherto unknown is now manifested by 
-the craft, and they are zealously engaged in promoting the 
nteiestsof the Fraternity, and seeking the true light ; and 
at the maich of Masonry is « onward and upward”— every 
threatening cloud dispersed, and the bright sunshine of pros- 
perity shining upon the order. 

Those who have been accustomed to regard Texas as a 
land where vice stalks abroad, unabashed, at noonday, will * 
be surprised to learn that Matagorda Lodge, No. 7, expelled 
a large ugly man for drunkenness, and rowdying and 
brawling about the doggeries and that the by-laws of many 
o wr Lodges rank intoxication, profane swearing and gamb- 
ling as gross unmasonic offences. It will not be the fault of 
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the Masons of Texas if her sons are not distinguished for pu- 
rity of heart and rectitude of conduct. 

The Report of the Committee of Foreign Correspondence 
is long and able ; and we quote from it the following extract 
from the Address of the Most Worshipful Grand Master of 
the Grand Lodge of Illinois, which seemed to us to be so pro- 
per and suitable that we adopt it, and present it for your con- 
sideiation; as the evil complained of is one which has en- 
gaged the sei ions attention of numbers of our ‘Lodges : — 

“ I most respectfully invite your attention to the subject of 
Masonic Demits. It is the prevalent usage of Lodges to 
grant a demit to any brother desiring one, who is clear of 
charges and clear of the books, even though the brother de- 
mitting has no intention to remove from the jurisdiction of 
the Lodge, or to become attached thereby to another Lodge. 
This usage is eminently wrong, in my opinion, and detri- 
mental to the prosperity and good of the fraternity. This 
practice gieatly encourages and augments the number of non- 
affiliated Masons — a race of Masons perfectly inexplicable to 
me, and who occupy a most unnatural and unprofitable posi- 
tion in the order. From its being known, aff it frequently is, 
that these non-affiiliated brethren were formerly attached 
members, their present position conveys to the iron-initiated 
world the erroneous idea, that they discovered in the insti- 
tution principles repulsive to their feelings, and Usages and 
customs incompatible with their opinions of right and pro- 
priety. And yet this cannot be the case , — c Masonry to be 
known is to be admired and can never be otherwise than 
popular and pleasing to the enlightened and the good. 

“ I hold the opinion, that no honest and good Mason, at 
heart, will desire to live non-affiliated, unless impelled so to 
<do by some extraordinary and imperative cause beyond his 
control — a cause which, in the course of human events, does 
not often exist. Many demits are asked for and obtained, 
during moments of temporary excitement, most frequently 
produced by imaginary wrongs : and which, if allowed to 
subside by the wear of a little time, would be forgotten and 
forgiven. 
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“ When demits are thus impulsively obtained, a false pride' 
too frequently prevents a re-affiliation. There are men, no 
doubt, who join our order with the positive hope and expec- 
tation of finding the ( Philosopher’s Stone. ’ They ex- 
pect to become invested with supernatural knowledge, of 
with necromantic power. Nothing short of beco r ing wizards,- 
or of being continually excited by a complicated machinery 
or mummery equal to the false, but bewitchingly mystical, 
worship of olden times, when oracles and gods were almost 
as numerous as the stars of our present firmament, could 
satisfy the rapacious marvelousness of such beings $ and, upon 
not being thus gratified, they demit. 

“Benevolence should indicate the duty of keeping such 
men within the protection of our embrace. They unques- 
tionably need some guardian to guide and direct their steps, - 
and to restrain their desires within due and reasonable 
bounds. 

“ Some, no doubt, request and obtain demits, impelled by 
motives of parsimony and penuriousness alone, to avoid the 
payment of the small dues ex icted by the Lodges. It is 
natural that such should withdraw. No soulless man can 
be a Mason. 

“ Others demit from feelings of absolue inertia , and noth- 
ing else ; — they are too lazy to do their duty. Scarcely a 
Lodge within this jurisdiction can be found, which has not, 
within its immediate vicinage, a number of these backsliders 
and unfruitful half-brothers — a band who hang upon the 
skirts of the army, deriving, in times of danger, its positive 
protection — and this, too, without adding an atom to its 
strength, or a beam to its glory. 

“I most earnestly commend the careful consideration of 
this subject to your wisdom and decision. Some plan shou]^l 
unquestionably be adopted to stay this evil, and, if possible > 
to remedy the inconvenience and wrong inflicted upon the 
order. -Difficulties will present themselves in the accom- 
plishment of this task ; but I think they will be only such as 
may be easily overcome, or properly provided for. fn your 
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deliberations upon this subject, your justice will doubtless 
suggest the propriety of making provision for superannuated 
and diseased masons* and such as live too remote from 
Lodges to be able to attend.” 

We are happy in being able to state, that harmony is again 
restored in our sister State of Louisiana. Notwithstanding 
she has been dragged as a malefactor to the Courts of Law, 
at one time, and at another tempted to decorate her temple 
with gaudy tinsel, flashed before her eyes by the Samaritans 
of the thirty-third degree of the Scottish Rite,— still, we 
hope that she will bear in mind that u Masonry is Ma- 
sonry, and nothing else and that she will strictly observe 
the ancient land marks. 

The pamphlet containing the proceeding of the Grand 
Lodge of^PLORiDA is a valuable addition to our Masonic Li- 
brary. The Lodges of that State are in a very flourishing 
condition $ and the Report of the Committee of Foreign 
Correspondence is able arid interesting, and affords gratify- 
ing assurance that, under the watchful care of brethren so 
well rooted and grounded in the faith, she will never mate- 
rially deviate from the old ways. 

The proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Virginia show, 
that the controversy with the Grand Orient of France, respect- 
ing the establishment of a French Lodge in that State by 
the latter body, has been honorably and amicably adjusted, 
by the recall of the charter granted to the lodge complained 
of. We do not regret the occurrence, as it gave occasion to 
the display of a magnanimity which will be a useful exam- 
ple to point to in future time. 

A similar difficulty exists between the Grand Lodges of 
New York and Hamburgh, respecting Pythagoras Lodge— 
which surrendered the charter under which she had been 
working, received from the Grand Lodge of New York, and 
applied for and received one from the Grand Lodge of Harm 
burgh. We admire the moderate course of the Grand Lodge 
of New York, and the firm stand which she took in the ca$& J 
7

and hope that the Grand Lodge of Hamburgh will reconsider 
the nmtter ; and be no longer found trespassing on a sister 
jurisdiction. 

The Most W orshipful Grand Master of the Grand Lodge 
of Connecticut; in his Address, holds the following lan- 
guage respecting the Admission of New Members : — 

u Me cannot be too often nor too forcibly reminded of our 
solemn duty in the all-important matter of admitting new 
members into our time honored institution. The qualifica- 
tions of a candidate for the honors of Masonry should be of 
a positive nature. It is insufficient that nothing of a vicious 
character is known respecting a candidate ; the question 
should be, Is he truly a virtuous man — one who fears God 
and works righteousness? Nor should an individual, whose 
moral character is defective; be admitted, under the hope 
that he may thereby be made better. If we would that the 
Masonic temple should endure, able to bear the bufferings of 
the storni; and the shock of the tempest; we must take heed 
that the materials which are to compose it be not only hewn 
and squared; but likewise sound to the very heart’s core. 

c ' Let the honors, of Masonry be conferred only on those 
thus carefully selected, and our institution will be as endur- 
ing as the everlasting hills. How impressive and emphatic 
the language of the good old charge : — ic A Mason is oblig- 
ed, by his tenure, to obey the moral law ; and, if he rightly 
understands the Art, he will never be a stupid Atheist, nor 
an irreligious Libertine.” 

We fully concur in the above remarks, and would ear- 
nestly impress upon every Mason in North Carolina the im- 
portance of jealously scanning and scrutinizing the charac- 
ter of every applicant, being fully convinced that a prudent 
use of the black ball is of vital importance to the honor and 
prosperity of our beloved institution. 

The Committee on F orefgn Correspondence of Kentucky 
remark as follows, respecting Physical Disqualification of 
Candidates 
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“ This subject has, of late, excited much attention, and 
some warm discussion in some of the Grand Lodges. Those 
who ‘contended for the right to disregard the ancient law, 
wjiich declares we shall receive ‘ f no man who is not up- 
right in body, not deformed or dismembered at the time of 
making, but of hale and entire limbs as a man ought to be,” 
contended that this regulation was originally instituted to 
prevent the Lodges from takingin those who were notable of 
body to perform manual labor, and to guard against receiv- 
ing those who might become a burden to the society ; and 
that, inasmuch as Masonry is now speculative only, a differ- 
ent rule will answer the ends of the institution, it being only 
necessary that the candidate shall be able to make a reason- 
able living, and be capable of learning the art of Masonry. 

C£ Your committee are not prepared to say what were the 
motives or ends intended to be accomplished by those who 
may have originally instituted this law ; any more than they 
are able to say why God required of old that none should 
enter the priesthood who were not without spot or blemish. 
We only know that we find this law laid down as one ot the 
antient landmarks, and we know of no vested power autho- 
rising its removal. If it is competent for a Grand Lodge to 
remove this, and make a new rule, then has the Grand Lodge 
the same power to remove any other ; and it were idle to 
censure the Grand Lodge of England for striking out the 
word fC born,” and inserting the word Ci man so th&t 
liberated slaves might be received. 

<* But suppose it were in the power of Grand Lodges to 
remove this ancient landmark, to what extent might it be 
modified in favor of the unfortunate candidate, without doing 
manifest injury to the institution? 

“ The Grand Lodge of Kentucky set a precedent, by mak- 
ing the Hon John Pope, who had lost an arm, neai to the 
shoulder ; and the innovation has been improved upon, from 
time to time, -until, recently, a Lodge in Mississippi made a 
blind man a Mason. If a man can be made a Mason, who 
has but one leg or foot, cannot one be made who has no leg’ 
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or foot ? If a man can be made with but one hand, then 
can another be made who has no hand ; for, as we under- 
stand Masonry, each hand and eachfoot has an office toper- 
form in Masonry ; and we cannot say what would be the 
kind of Masonry that could be taught without either or all 
these members. If a man can be made without sight, so 
can a man be made without hearing ; in short, each and all 
the senses may be dispensed with— and yet, we would ask, 
what becomes of our ritual, if either of the senses is wanting? 
Your committee feel the force of an appeal to our sympa- 
thies in behalf of those who, by nature are deformed, or who, 
in the glorious battle-field, are maimed for life ; and the laws 
of our institution point them out as claiming our warmest 
sympathies; but an ancient landmark may not be removed 
to fit any and every case that misfortune may give rise to. 
The laws of our country may deprive a man of property for 
which he has paid full value, honestly supposing the title ac- 
quired thereby was good— and it presents a case calling for 
our sympathies — and yet, it would not be wise or just to re- 
peal that law ; because all laws should seek to promote the 
greatest amount of good to the greatest number. There are, 
doubtless, many negroes in the Southern Islands, as well as 
elsewhere, who, though not born free, are now freemen of 
much merit and respectability ; but this does not give the 
‘power to any man or set of men to make innovations into 
the body of Masonry.’ 

“ The law requiring a man to be free-born, in order to be 
a Mason, must forever stand, or any and all ancient land- 
marks may be removed 5 and this must be equally true in re- 
ference to maimed men. The Grand Lodge of North Caro- 
lina says that a rule upon this subject is plain and simple. 

( I f >’ say they, < an applicant is so far dismembered as to ren- 
der him incapable of performing Lodge duties, of doing spe. 
culative Masonic labor, he, of course, could not be received.’ 
Well, we suppose the Grand Lodge of Kentucky thought 
the same ; and that this could be done with one hand ; and 
jthe lodge in Mississippi thought it could be done without sight. 
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Butto return— the ancient landmark is staring us in the 
face : dare we remove it?” 

Your Committee are pleased to see our sister of Kentucky 
so frankly acknowledging her fault., and so nobly proclaim- 
ing the true docdne. 

We quote the following from the Report of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Correspondence of the Grand Lodge of Ken- 
tucky 

a Our attention has been called to the existence of a prac- 
ticewhich has prevailed, to. some extent, in the United States 
that of receiving and acting upon the petitions for ini- 
tiation, &c. of transient persons, not considered within the 
jurisdiction of either the Subordinate Lodge or the Grand 
Lodge under which it works. Most of the Grand Lodges, 
whose proceedings have been examined by us, are opposed 
to the exercise of that power : and, when we reflect on the 
importance to the craft, that the ch jiractei of ail applicants 
for initiation should be fully known ; that it has, universally, 
been considered so essential ; and on the facility with which 
men pass, from one part of our populous and large country, to 
another ; and the means of imposition which are so often 
practised, — your committee think that the lodge to whom 
such application is made owe it to themselves, to the craft in 
the State whence the applicant comes, as well as to the order 
generally, to abstain from entertaining, for a moment, such 
applications. Those who favor it assign as a reason, that a 
person travelling, or about to leave the United States, find- 
ing that a connection with the order may be of great service 
to him, applies* to a lodge, wherever he may happen to be ; 
and, if this right is not exercised, a worthy member may be 
lost, and he may be put to some inconvenience, trouble, &c. 
in his travels. This whole argument is based on the as- 
sumption, that Masonry is intended to pander to the self- 
interest of man. Nothing is more foreign to hs designs. 
The candidate is expressly required to say, at the outset, 
that his application is not m?.de from selfish considerations. 
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°\“ mercenar y mot ‘ves but that it is because he has, “f or 
a long time, entertained a favorable opinion of the order ” 

. ' °Z’ We ! 0Uld SUggeSt that ’ if he had entertained this opin- 
ion for such a « long time ,” why had lie not made his ap- 
plication at the place of his residence, where his character 
might undergo a full investigation, and the purity of his mo- 

?! be t JUf !f d ° f? Brefhren wbo claim for their lodges the 
right, should reflect that, while they may be promoting their 
own interest by receiving the fees for such initiations, and 
run no risk themselves of injury in receiving an unworthy 
person who is transient, they are throwing out a member on 
the confidence of the Masonic world at large, without in 
the nature of things, that knowledge of his character which 
our standards require and, if the person should prove un 
worthy, although that unworthiness should be proved many 
thousand miles from them, and they not be directly injured 
y It, yet Masonry at large receives a wound, and the cause 
at he particular point where this unworthiness may be mani-’ 
fested, will receive an irreparable injury. 

“ The only way in which this Grand Lodge provides for 
the exercise of any such right, is under the 46 th article of her 
constitution which provides that “Lodges under the juris- 
ic ion of this Grand Lodge, situated on the borders of this 
Commonwealth, are authorised to receive membns from 
other States, residing in their neighborhood : provided the 
Lodges so receiving them are the nearest to their places of 
residence. And the next section provides, that “ No candi- 
a e for initiation can be received in any Lodge out of the 
county where he resides, (if there is a regular Lodge in his 
county,) unless the candidate resides nearer the said Lodge ’ 
or o tains the unanimous recommendation of the Lodge 
within ms county. ?? & 

These provisions show, d S ady, that this Grand Lod«re 
adheres strictly to the old landmarks, which required a full 
examination into the character of an applicant ; which, your 
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committee are satisfied, can only be done in the “ neighbor- 
hood 55 in which he reside?. 

The subject of permitting candidates who have been duly 
bailotted for and received the first degree, to pass or be raised 
without having a new bailotting for every degree, or of le- 
quiring, as some Grand Lodges do, a simple majority after 
the first bailotting, has been brought to our notice by the 
proceedings of some lodges and the comments of others. ~ 
We cannot better express to those who desire the action of 
this Grand Lodge, its sentiments on that subject, and sub- 
jects akin to it, than to extract the following from our con- 
stitutional rules : 

“Art* 39. No petition for initiation, when once present- 
ed, can be withdrawn, but with the unanimous consent of 
the lodge to which it may have been presented. 

“ Art. 41. After a candidate is rejected by one lodge, he 
cannot knowingly be received by another, ^without the una- 
nimous consent of the lodge which rejected him. 

“ Art. 42. To vote to advance a brother to any degree of 
Masonry should be as unanimous as the vote which admits 
him into the Lodge as a member. 

u Art. 45. The general rule which governs the order in 
the admission of members is, that such admission is to be 
sanctioned by entire unanimity ; and eo sacred and funda- 
mental does the Grand Lodge conceive this rule to be, that 
it is competent for a minority, or any member of the lodge, 
prior to the. performance of the final ceremony of initiation, to 
prevent the admission of the candidate.” 

A practice which has heretofore prevailed in Kentucky, of 
publishing the names of rejected candidates, is very severely 
commented upon by some of the Grand Lodges ; and we 
notice the practice has been abandoned by most of the Grand 
Lodges. Your committee, in view of all the guards against 
imposition, which are in the hands of the order, and which, 
m the hands of judicious committees of inquiry, are fully ad- 
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equate to prevent imposition ; in view of the fact that the 
Grand Lodge, in numerous instances every year, at the solici- 
tation of its members, suppresses the publication of names of 
individuals who have been rejected ; and in view of the fact 
that such publications are calculated to injure many good and 
worthy men who have sought connection with the order, but 
which they have been refused by a single individual, and for 
causes known only to him, and which the order have no 
right to make him divulge ; we cannot but recommend a dis- 
continuance of the practice, and have reported a resolution 
to effect that object. A man by seeking a connexion With 
our order, pays us the highest compliment ; and .to publish 
and expose our rejection of him, is like the course pursued by 
weak and foolish coquettes, who parade and expose the names 
of their rejected lovers. Such conduct in the weaker sex (as 
they are commonly called,) always meets with condemnation 
in them, and should never be copied by honorable men. 

1. .Resolved, That this Grand Lodge recognises the autho- 
rity of the different Grand Lodges in the United States, over 
the jut isdiction claimed by them, and do not recognise the 
authority of any other body whatever claiming jurisdiction 
which interferes or conflicts with their’s. 

2 . Resolved, That this Grand Lodge does not consider that 

“ l * le supreme council of sovereign grand inspectors general 
of the 33d degree of the Scottish rite,” can lawfully consti- 
tute lodges of Symbolic Masonry in the State of Lousiana, 
within the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Louisiana. 

3. Resolved, That the fact that they are constituted as 
Lodges of the Scottish rite will make no difference. 

4. Resolved, That lodges so constituted are not entitled to 
be recognised as legally constitute d, and the members of such 
lodges, and those iniated therein, are not lawful brothers, nor 
entitled to visit and communicate with the Grand Lodge and 
its constituent lodges. 

5 . Resolved, That the practice of publishing the names of 
rejected applicants for Masonic honors, be discontinued by 
this Grand Lodjre. 
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6. Resolved, That an expulsion from an Encampment 
does not affect the standing: of the individual in any Blue 
Lodge to which he may belong. 

7 . Resolved, That the constitution of this Grand Lodge 
be so amended that it shall read : “Whenever this GrandLodge 
shall reverse or abrogate a decision of a subordinate lodge, 
< expelling’ a brother, and shall restore him to the benefits 
and privileges of Masonry, he -shall not thereby be restored 
to membership within the body from which he was * expell- 
ed, 5 without its unanimous consent.” 

EDUCATION. 

The Grand Lodges of Tennessee, Kentucky, Missouri and 
Alabama have Colleges under their care, in which provision 
is made for the education of the orphan and indigent chil- 
dren of our order. The grand Lodge of New York have in 
contemplation a most noble and stupendous enterprise. — 
They propose to erect an Asylum for the indigent Masons, 
their widows and orphans ; to endow it liberally and ade- 
quately ; furnish it so that it may be a comfortable home for 
the aged and helpless, the widow and the orphan. A school 
of the first order is to be attached, and the children are to be 
instructed in agriculture and useful trades. The plan pre. 
sented to the Grand Lodge strikes us as feasible, and we lock 
with anxious solicitude to the time when the cap-stone shall 
be laid, amid the acclamations of thousands of our brethren 
who seem eager to enter upon the work. 

TEXT BOOK. 

Many of the Grand Lodges have recommended and adopt- 
ed the new Chart, by Brother .Moore, of Boston 3 and as the 
Grand Royal Arch Chapter of this State has lately adopted 
it, we recommend that this Most' Worshipful Grand Lodge do 
the same. 

We observe that it is the custom of several of the Grand 
Lodges to have an Address and Masonic procession at their 
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Annual Meetings : and we respectfully recommend that we 
imitate their example. 

Several interesting questions of Masonic jurisprudence are 
discussed by the different Committees of Foreign Correspon- 
dence, besides those already noticed ; but many of them 
have been already considered by this Grand Lodge ; and the 
rest, for the most part, are more curious than useful • and a 
particular discussion of them is deemed unnecessary. 

In concluding this rapid sketch of the state of Masonry, 
your committee recommend the purchase of Anderson’s Book 
of the Constitutions, and the Ahiman Rezon ; and that the 
pamphlets containing the Proceedings of the several Grand 
Lodges, together with a number of Addresses sent to our 
Grand Secretary, be bound in volumes of a convenient size, 
for the use of this Grand Lodge.
